Traffic 
Trend 
Broken

The nation’s C hristm as week­ 
end traffic death toll fell far be­ 
low the all-tim e high m ark set 
a 
year ago-and broke a trend 
of nine successive holiday rec­ 
o rds. 
Tabulations today showed the 
total for the three-day yuletide 
celebration was 578. This com ­ 
pared with a nonholiday count 
of 391. 
The C hristm as holiday count 
didn’t come close to the National 
Safety Council’s advance e s­ 
tim ate 
that between 
650 and 
750 
A m ericans 
might die in 
m otor vehicle accidents. 
A total of 720 fatalities was 
recorded during the C hristm as 
weekend in 1965. 
A safety council spokesman 
said 
a 
weekend 
snow storm 
which covered a broad swath of 
the nation from Oklahoma 
to 
New England kept perhaps 
a 
million m otorists at home, cut­ 
ting travel and accidents. 
N evertheless, fatalities 
far 
outstripped those of a nonholi­ 
day period of sim ilar length. 
The A ssociated P re ss surveyed 
traffic accident deaths from 6 
p.m . (local tim e), Friday, Dec. 
9, to midnight 
Monday, 
Dec. 
12. 
The count of deaths then 
was 391. 
The safety council issued an 
estim ate for next 
weekend’s 
three-day New Y ear observance 
when, it said, accidents proba­ 
bly would kill 10 to 90 m ore per­ 
sons 
than on 
a 
nonholiday 
w inter weekend. 
The New Year traffic toll es­ 
tim ate by the council was 460to 
540 for the period from 6 p.m . 
(local tim e) Friday, Dec. 30 to 
midnight 
Monday, Jan. 2. 
The relatively low count for 
the holiday just ended broke the 
chain of holiday reco rd s. Each 
holiday death toll since that of 
M em orial Day 1965 has set a 
record. 
Thanksgiving 
weekend,

four-day, or 102-hour period, 
brought 
748 traffic deaths, a 
reco rd for any holiday.

U.S. Cavalry Unit 
Hit Hard by Reds 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 
— A battalion of North Viet­ 
nam ese regulars overran posi­ 
tions of abont 170 UJ5. cavalry­ 
men in the C row 's Foot area 
near the central coast before 
dawn today and inflicted heavy 
casualties, but finally broke and 
fled under intensive A m erican 
fire . 
Cavalrym en sweeping the bat­ 
tlefield at dawn found 52 enemy 
bodies and 44 fresh graves. 
Some of these men of Hanoi's 
22nd Regiment, 610th Division, 
evidently w ere killed by Com­ 
munist fire when they ran into a 
trap set in the hope that A m eri­ 
cans would do the running. 
The A m ericans w ere about 60 
troopers of C Company, 1st Bat­ 
talion, 
12th 
Cavalry, 
1st 
C avalry, A irm obile, Division, 
and 1 1 0 artillerym en from two 
b atteries totaling lO how itzers. 
The artillerym en fired at point- 
blank range to help stem 
the 
onslaught. 
About 
250 of the estim ated 
600 enemy regulars —apparent­ 
ly 
positioned 
during the two- 
day C hristm as truce — slashed 
into 
the egg . shai>ed A m eri­ 
can perim eter at two points in 
the initial attack. They knocked 
out one 105mm Howitzer with 
m ortar fire and damaged two 
others with satchel charges. 
They dropped a grenade down 
the b arrel 
of a 155m piece, 
but it was a dud. The A m eri­ 
cans w ere driven into a ring 
only 30 yards wide. 
"I felt like 
C u ste r," said 
one of the artillery officers, L t. 
Michael c. Livergood 
of 
Billings, Mont. 
A ir Strikes, fire 
from 
a 
cavalry platoon on high ground 
nearby and shells from a rtil­ 
lery 
at a landing 
zone 3*4 
m iles away helped to break the 
attacks. 
The action was the m ajor 
combat on a day which also 
brought an assassination at­ 
tem pt against a leading South 
V ietnam ese politician in Saigon 
and three raids by B52 heavy 
bom bers 
against Com munist 
positions in South Vietnam. 
T e rro ris ts hurled a grenade at 
Dr. Phan Quang Dan, 48, a lead­ 
ing m em ber of the Constituent 
A ssem bly, as he left his home in 
a Saigon subujb. Grenade frag­ 
m ents peppered D r. Danr sfeg s, 
police said, but he was not s e ri­ 
ously hurt. 
Five V ietnam ese 
bystanders were reported in­ 
jured, and a suspect w a sa rre st- 
ed.

politician, Tran Van Van, was 
shot and killed by two te rro rists 
as he drove in a Saigon stre e t.

In Washington, the Defense 
Department responded to New 
York Tim es reports from Hanoi 
of civilian casualties and dam­ 
age from the American raids 
with an adm ission that civilian 
a reas of the Communist north 
have been damaged.

targ ets 
had 
been 
scheduled for attack. 
UJ5. troops took over the un­ 
loading of ships in the port of 
Saigon because of a strike by 2,- 
500 V ietnam ese dock w orkers.

UJ3. spokesm an said an 
A m erican stevedore battalion 
unloaded 1,703 tons of cargo, 
close to the usual dailyaverage. 
Evangelist Billy Graham left 
for the United States after an 
eight-day C hristm as visit and 
said he is pessim istic about an 
early end of the w ar. "It is a 
com plicated, 
confusing 
and 
frustrating w a r," Graham said. 
"I don't see an early end to it.” 
The heavy fighting near Bong 
Son sw irled around a helicopter 
landing zone of the A m erican 
a ir cavalrym en. 


"F rien d ly 
casualties w ere 
heavy," the U.S. com m and's 
communique said. It was one of 
the few tim es in recent months 
that the command has reported

The A m erican and Vietnam­ 
ese m ilitary commands rep o rt­ 
ed 122 
incidents occurred in 
South Vietnam during the cease­ 
fire but declined to charge the 
Com m unists with truce viola­ 
tions. 
Most of the incidents 
w ere described as m inor.

Civilian Areas Hit 
By Bombing Raids 


NEW YORK (AP) — U. S. 
bombing raids along rail and 
highway supply routes near Ha­ 
noi have killed civilians and 
severely damaged residential 
a re a s, H arrison E. Salisbury, 
an assistan t managing 
editor 
of the New York T im es, has re ­ 
ported from Hanoi. 
Some 
villages and ham lets 
have been "alm ost obliterated'’ 
by the A m erican attacks "but 
the effect on transportation has 
been m inim al," Salisbury said 
in a dispatch in the Tim es to­ 
day. 
In another dispatch,Salisbury 
said he visited Nam Dinh, 50 
m iles southeast of the North 
V ietnam ese capital, on C h rist­ 
mas Day and found block after 
block of "u tte r desolation." He 
said 89 people have been killed 
and 405 wounded by raid s th e re . 
He also reported that raids 
Oct. 1, 2 and 9 killed or wound­ 
ed 40 persons and destroyed ev­ 
ery house and building in Phu 
Ly, a town of 10,000 about 35 
m iles south of Hanoi. N early all 
the population had been evacu­ 
ated. 
He reported e a rlie r that his 
personal inspection indicates U. 
S. bombing has been causing 
"considerable civilian casual­ 
tie s in Hanoi and its environs 
for some tim e p a st." 
The Defense D epartm ent in 
Washington, asked for com ment 
on S alisbury's 
rep o rts, ack­ 
nowledged that civilian 
a re a s 
have 
been damaged by 
the 
U. S. bombing of North Viet­ 
nam but said "a ll possible care 
is taken toavoid civilian casual­ 
tie s.” 
Reiterating that U .S.policy is 
to strike at "N orth Vietnam ese 
m ilitary targets o n ly ,"a Penta­ 


gon statem ent said: “ It is im ­ 
possible to avoid all damage to 
civilian a re a s .” Officials said 
both Nam 
Dinh and Phu Ly 
were "lo ad ed " with antiaircraft 
batteries 
and m issile • firing 
positions. 
Salisbury said his C hristm as 
Day tour of Nam Dinh was in­ 
terrupted by a 2 1 -minute a ir 
raid a le rt, and that Tran Thi 
Doan, the city 's 40 - year - old 
woman m ayor, told him there 
had been 51 raids on her city 
up to Dec. 23. 
He reported the old French 
Highway 1 between Saigon and 
Hanoi runs alm ost parallel to 
the main railroad over flat land 
and would appear to be a bom­ 
b a rd ie r's 
dram target but is 
not. 
"T he 
railroad and highway 
have been bombed again and 
again and again, but it is doubt­ 
ful that rail traffic has ever 
been held up more than a few 
hours, and the highway seem s 
capable 
of operating alm ost 
continuously reg ard less of how 
many 
bombs 
a re dropped," 
Salisbury w rote. 
He said the railroad can be 
repaired quickly because it uses 
sm all, 
light 
equipment and 
enough rep air m aterials "p ro b ­ 
ably sufficient to construct two 
or 
three additional railroads 
are kept on hand, seldom m ore 
than 
a 
few 
hundred yards 
from any possible 
b rea k ." 
He said the highway was even 
m ore easily repairable. 
He arriv ed in Hanoi Friday 
from Phnom Penh, the Cambo­ 
dian capital, after the State De­ 
partm ent validated his passport 
for travel to North Vietnam and 
the North V ietnam ese granted 
him a visa.

U.S. Newsman Says 
Civilian Areas Hit 
By Bombing Raids 


NEW YORK (AP) — U. S. 
bombing raids along rail and 
highway supply routes near Ha­ 
noi have killed civilians and 
severely damaged residential 
areas, Harrison E. Salisbury, 
an assistant managing 
editor 
of the New York Times, has re­ 
ported from Hanoi. 
Some villages and hamlets 
have been "a1 most obi iterated" 
by the American attacks "but 
the effect on transportation has 
been m inim al," Salisbury said 
in a dispatch in the Times to­ 
day. 
In another dispatch,Salisbury 
said he visited Nam Dinh, 50 
miles southeast of the North 
Vietnamese capital, on Christ­ 
mas Day and found block after 
bloc k of "utter desolation." He 
said 89 people have been killed 
and 406 wounded by raids there. 
He also reported that raids 
Oct. I, 2 and 9 killed or wound­ 
ed 40 persons and destroyed ev­ 
ery house and building in Pku 
Ly, a town of 10,000 about 35 
miles south of Hanoi.Nearlyall 
the population had been evacu. 
ated. 
He reported earlier that his 
personal inspection indicates U. 
S. bombing has been causing 
"considerable civilian casual­ 
ties in Hanoi and its environs 
for some time past." 
The Defense Department in 
Washington, asked for comment 
on Salisbury's 
reports, ack­ 
nowledged that civilian areas 
have 
been damaged by 
the 
U. S. bombing of North Viet­ 
nam but said "all possible care 
is taken to avoid civilian casual­ 
ties." 
Reiterating that U .S .policy is 
to strike at "North Vietnamese 
military targets only,"a Penta­ 


gon statement said: "It is im­ 
possible to avoid all damage to 
civilian a re a s." Officials said 
both Nam Dinh and Phu Ly 
were "loaded" with antiaircraft 
batteries 
and m issile • firing 
positions. 
Salisbury said his Christmas 
Day tour of Nam Dinh was in­ 
terrupted by a 21-minute air 
raid alert, and that Tran Thi 
D<>an, the city's 40 - year - old 
woman mayor, told him there 
had been 51 raids on her city 
up to Dec. 23. 
He reported the old French 
Highway I between Saigon and 
Hanoi runs almost parallel to 
the main railroad over flatland 
and would appear to be a bom­ 
bardier's 
dram target but is 
not. 
"The railroad and highway 
have been bombed again and 
again and again, but it is doubt­ 
ful that rail traffic lias ever 
been held up more than a few 
hours, and the highway seems 
capable 
of operating almost 
continuously regardless of how 
many 
bombs 
are dropped," 
Salisbury wrote. 
He said the railroad can be 
repaired quickly because it uses 
sm all, 
light 
equipment and 
enough repair materials "prob­ 
ably sufficient to construct two 
or 
three additional railroads 
are kept on hand, seldom more 
than 
a 
few 
hundred yards 
from any possible 
break." 
He said the highway was even 
more easily repairable. 
He arrived in Hanoi Friday 
from Phnom Penh, the Cambo­ 
dian capital, after the State De­ 
partment validated his passport 
for travel to North Vietnam and 
the North Vietnamese granted 
him a visa.

ABORTION AND THE LAW 
The California Committee to Legalize Abortion 
on Tuesday (Dec. 20) 
filed a proposal with 
that state’s attorney general to have the issue 
put as an initiative in the general election of 
November 1968. 
Precise statistics on incidence of abortion in 
the United States are unobtainable, but authori­ 
ties believe that at least 1 million abortions 
are performed every year. 
Estimates of the 
number of therapeutic (legal) abortions range 
from 6,000 to 18,000 a year. 
It is thought 
that possibly as many as 5,000 American women 
die each year, and that the health of countless 
others is damaged, as the result of criminal 
abortions. 
Against this background, the California Com­ 
mittee to Legalize Abortion is working now to 
bring to a vote in November 1968 the repeal 
of what it calls “ the archaic and inhumane 
abortion laws” now in effect in that state. The 
CCLA is following the lead in general of that 
other outspoken group, the Society for Humane 
Abortion, based in San Francisco. 
A similar 
organization - perhaps slightly more conserva­ 
tive - is the Society for the Study of Abortion, 
In., with headquarters in New York. 
The Soviet Union legalized abortion in 1920, 
but again prohibited it in 1936. Gynecologists 
and obstetricians soon began to agitate for 
licensed abortions in hospitals for other than 
medically indicated reasons. An edict issued at 
the end of 1955 permits interruption of preg­ 
nancy not only because it is medically indi­ 
cated, but simply on the basis of the woman’s 
personal wishes. 
In Soviet Life, a magazine circulated in the 
United States, Dr. Olga Nikonchik, chief ob­ 
stetrician and gynecologist of the USSR Ministry 
of Health, is quoted rather smugly: 
“ Believe 
me, we would much rather handle a delivery 
than an abortion. 
And yet we all consider it 
much more humane to license abortion than to 
prohibit it. 
Coercion does not justify itself in 
any area of living, especially not in this one!” 
Abortion is totally legal in Japan. 
Abortion 
laws in the Scandinavian countries are 
less 
rigid than in the United States, but they are 
strictly administered and accompanied by wel­ 
fare measures designed to encourage child 
bearing. 
The British House of Lords, in 
its 
remarkable new' role of social reformer, 
in 
Noveml>er 1965 voted to liber alize abort ion laws. 
The charge for an abortion in the 
Soviet 
Union, according to Soviet Life, including hos­ 
pitalization, is 5 rubles (S5.50) no matter how 
complicated the case. In this country, as James 
Ridgeway has pointed out: “ Women...gothrough 
the back door, pay the doctor twice the price, 
and are left to stew in the guilt society 
has 
foisted on them.’* 
American women who have the wealth to af­ 
ford travel can and do avail them selves of the 
leniency of foreign abortion laws. 
The most 
publicized case was probably that of Mrs. Sherri 
Finkbine, who several years ago was aborted 
of a deformed fetus in Europe after having re­ 
ceived the drug thalidomide during pregnancy. 
The sole ground for abortion in 42 states is 
to save the life of the mother. The laws in the 
District of Columbia and Maryland, Alabama, 
Colorado, 
Massachusetts, 
New 
Jersey, New 
Mexico, Oregon, and Pennsylvania are 
broad 
enough in wording or interpretation to permit 
abortions for the health - mental or physical - 
of the mother.

There was a strange “ auction’* in Glen Ellyn, 
111, recently. 
For sale were more than 50 broken, bent and 
battered traffic signs, all targets of one of the 
most senseless forms of motor-age vandalism. 
Village Administrator William G. 
Galligan 
organized the “ auction” to remind parents of 
their “prank-prone progeny.” 
In an ad in­ 
serted in the local paper, he promised 
that 
“ money collected from this sale will be used 
to establish a reward for information regarding 
the vandals responsible for this waste.” 
Although no one offered to buy any traffic 
signs, a sizeable group turned out tor 
the 
“ sale.” 
Galligan reported that sign vandalism 
costs the village about $10 a day, approxi­ 
mately $3,700 a year. 
The problem isn’t limited to Glen Ellyn. 
In Iowa, the state highway commission re­ 


ports that bottle tossers and “ marksmen” 
with rifles and shotguns are causing an 
in­ 
creasing amount of damage to the big signs 
that provide information on interstate roads 
there. 
Even sm all caliber bullets can cause severe 
damage to signs. 
If, for example, a reflective 
sign, vital for after-dark visibility, is destroyed 
by repeated peppering by thoughtless gunners, 
some innocent motorist can be killed. 
Vandals are causing Texas-sized problems 
for highway officials in Dallas county. 
They 
cause an average of almost $8,000 a year in 
damage to traffic and street name signs in 
this one county of the Lone Star State. 
In Idaho, it costs $80,000 a year to replace 
or repair signs that are shot, stolen or damaged. 
One highway official says: 
“ Those who practice such vandalism could be 
committing murder.” 
While hunters are blamed for traffic sign 
vandalism in many areas, over-zealous politi­ 
cal workers run a close second. For example, 
during municipal elections in New- York and 
New Jersey last year, traffic engineers from 
the area appealed to candidates to stop de­ 
facing traffic signs with political stickers. Not 
only do these stickers obscure the signs, but 
when removed often destroy the sign’s 
re­ 
flective coating. 
Replacement costs run from 
$10 for a stop sign to several dollars for big 
directional signs.

Cus­ 
tom ers for the coroner."

“ The volume of going-home 
traffic would be spread over a 
greater period of tim e. This is 
the main point of our campaign. 
We want to eliminate that last 
wild 10 minutes or so of wild 
drinking. 
“ I’m sure it’ll bring down the 
accident rate. Discuss 
this 
question 
with 
any policeman 
who know s anything about traf­ 
fic 
and he'll tell you 
the 
coroner’s half hour 
is the 
worst time of the day for the 
police." 
An Inn keeper, and one who 
likes to drink, Ridley added: 
“ Drunken driving is a terrible 
crim e, and let me say this, I'm 
convinced the punishment isn't 
as tough as it should be. Elimi­ 
nate the coroner’s half hour and 
tighten 
Up 
the 
punishment. 
That's what I say." 
Ridley and his friends are 
trying to get one million signa­ 
tures of British subjects on a 
petition to change the nation’s 
drinking laws.

Washington — The Navy is 
investigating charges that tlte 
disastrous fire aboard the a ir­ 
craft carrier Oriskany off Viet­ 
nam was caused by two seamen 
playing catch with a live flare. 
Forty-four men died in the 
searing fire. 
Two gunner’s mates have ad­ 
mitted that they dropped a hot 
flare, but have denied playing 
catch with it. 
However, here is an account 
of the tragedy from the letter 
of a 19-year-old enlisted man. 
“ Two gunner’s mates were 
unloading flares from a flare 
locker and started playing catch 
with one. One of them dropped 
it, and when he tried to keep 
it 
from hitting the deck, he 
jerked out the firing mecha­ 
nism, setting it off. It blinded 
them, so they kicked it back in 
the locker and shut the door. 
“ The whole locker blew up, 
and threw flares all over the 
hangar deck of the forward part 
of the ship. 
F lares are filled 
with 
magnesium; magnesium 
bums real hot and you can’t 
smother it with chemical foam. 
Near where all the flares went 
off, the hatches 
and 
bulk­ 
heads had melted, and the lad­ 
ders all withered out of shape.. 
“ (T1»e fire) started at 7;30 
in the morning, and it wasn’t 
put under control 
until 12;30. 
They gave the fire alarm and 
five minutes later sounded gen­ 
eral quarters. 
I ran up on the 
hangar deck, and it was com­ 
pletely full of smoke. 
It went 
below deck and tried to go for­ 
ward In the passageway. The 
farther forward I got, the thick­ 
er the smoke got. 
“ The passageway was full of 
people trying to get topside to 
fresh air. People were crawl­ 
ing on their hands and knees 
and just lying close to the deck 
trying to breathe. 
I didn’t 
want to stay in the passageway, 
so I kept going, and finally found 
a ladder going up. I will never 
forget how I felt when I thought 
I was trapped in the passageway. 


Everybody In the forward part 
of the ship that couldn’t get on 
the flight deck were killed . . . 
“ They said to throw all the 
bombs overboard. 
We threw 
148 tons of bombs and a $250,- 
000 air com pressor overboard. 
Three jets and two helos were 
burned. 
“ We almost had it (the fire) 
out when a magazine of A A mis­ 
siles exploded and started it 
again. 
We just kept working 
back toward the bow and final­ 
ly reached the officers* state­ 
rooms. 
Most of them were 
dead, but a few on the lower 
decks were just burned." 
Shockingly, a few seamen were 
caught looting the stateroom s of 
the dead, wrote the young sea­ 
man; 
“ There was about two feet of 
water in the wardroom, and one 
of the officers drowned. 
He 
was burned so bad he fell down, 
and no one stopped to help him 
back up. 
The m arines caught 
seven guys who were looting the 
stateroom s after and during the 
fire. 
I can’t imagine anyone 
who 1s so low as to steal some­ 
thing from someone who is 
dead.”

FOREIGN AID AND 
FREE CHINA 
As foreign aid continues to 
drain American gold and burden 
the 
American 
taxpayer, ap­ 
parently without any prospect of 
coming to an end, the example 
of the one nation which has taken 
itself off the foreign aid dole 
becomes all the more signifi­ 
cant by contrast. 
Foreign aid was 
originally 
“ sold" to the American people 
as war relief and support for 
our weaker allies in the strug­ 
gle against Communism. They 
were supposed to use it 
to 
build up their economic and 
m ilitary strength until 
they 
b e c a m e 
self-supporting. 
Actually almost none of 
the 
recipients used our aid In this 
way, and few of the aid bureau­ 
crats connected with Washing­ 
ton agencies encouraged them to 
do so. 
The best case for foreign aid 
was 
always 
made by those 
nations 
directly Involved in a 
one-sided conflict with a com­ 
munist giant, which theirecono- 
mies could not adequately sup­ 
port. South Korea, Free China 
and South Vietnam all met these 
criteria. 
Wars in Korea and 
Vietnam did lasting damage to 
the 
economy. 
But the Free 
Chinese 
on 
Formosa, alone 
among all the nations of 
the 
world, used our aid to build up 
their economy until they 
no 
longer needed outside help. To­ 
day they proudly rely on trade 
instead. 
This 
achievement of 
Free 
China, 
on a 
crowded island 
which must support a 
large 
m ilitary force, should be 
an 
example to the whole world and 
all our aid recipients. We hear 
too little about it, perhaps be­ 
cause Free China is still un­ 
popular in the State Department.

ABORTION AND THE LAW 
The California Committee to Legalize Abortion 
on Tuesday (Dec. 20) 
filed a proposal with 
that state’s attorney general to have the issue 
put as an initiative in the general election of 
November 1968. 
Precise statistics on incidence of abortion in 
the United States are unobtainable, but authori­ 
ties believe that at least I million abortions 
are performed every year. 
Estimates of the 
number of therapeutic (legal) abortions range 
from 6,000 to 18,000 a year. 
It is thought 
that possibly as many as 5,000 American women 
die each year, and that the health of countless 
others is damaged, as the result of criminal 
abortions. 
Against this background, the California Com­ 
mittee to Legalize Abortion is working now to 
bring to a vote in November 1968 the repeal 
of what it calls “ the archaic and inhumane 
abortion laws” now in effect in that state. The 
CC LA is follow ing the lead in general of that 
other outspoken group, the Society for Humane 
Abortion, based in San Francisco. 
A similar 
organization - perhaps slightly more conserva­ 
tive - is the Society for the Study of Abortion, 
In., with headquarters in New York. 
The Soviet Union legalized abortion in 1920, 
but again prohibited it in 1936. Gynecologists 
and obstetricians soon began to agitate for 
licensed abortions in hospitals for other than 
medically indicated reasons. An edict issued at 
the end of 1955 permits interruption of preg­ 
nancy not only because it is medically indi­ 
cated, but simply on the basis of the woman’s 
personal wishes. 
In Soviet Life, a magazine circulated in the 
United States, Dr. Olga Nikonchik, chief ob­ 
stetrician and gynecologist of the USSR Ministry 
of Health, is quoted rather smugly: “ Believe 
me, we would mjch rather handle a delivery 
than an abortion. 
And yet we all consider it 
much more humane to license abortion than to 
prohibit it. 
Coercion does not justify itself in 
any area of living, especially not in this one!” 
Abortion is totally legal in Japan. 
Abortion 
laws in the Scandinavian countries are 
less 
rigid than in the United States, but they are 
strictly administered and accompanied by wel­ 
fare measures designed to encourage child 
bearing. 
The British House of Lords, in 
its 
remarkable new role of social reformer, in 
November 1965 voted to liberalize abortion law s. 
The charge for an abortion in the 
Soviet 
Union, according to Soviet Life, including hos­ 
pitalization, is 5 rubles ($5.50) no matter how 
complicated the case. In this country, as James 
Ridgew ay has pointed out: “ Women...go through 
the back door, pay the doctor twice the price, 
and are left to stew in the guilt society 
has 
foisted on them.” 
American women who have the wealth to af­ 
ford travel can and do avail themselves of the 
leniency of foreign abortion laws. 
The most 
publicized case was probably thatof Mrs. Sherri 
Finkbine, who several years ago was aborted 
of a deformed fetus in Europe after having re­ 
ceived the drug thalidomide during pregnancy. 
The sole ground for abortion in 42 states is 
to save the life of the mother. The laws in the 
District of Columbia and Maryland, Alabama, 
Colorado, Massachusetts, New' Jersey, New 
Mexico, Oregon, and Pennsylvania are 
broad 
enough in wording or interpretation to permit 
abortions for the health - mental or physical - 
of the mother.

There was a strange * ‘auction” in Glen Ellyn, 
111, recently. 
For sale were more than 50 broken, bent and 
battered traffic signs, all targets of one of the 
most senseless forms of motor-age vandalism. 
Village Administrator William G. 
Galligan 
organized the “auction” to remind parents of 
their “ prank-prone progeny.” 
In an ad in­ 
serted in the local paper, he promised 
that 
“ money collected from this sale will be used 
to establish a reward for information regarding 
the vandals responsible for this waste.” 
Although no one offered to buy any traffic 
signs, a sizeable group turned out for 
the 
“ sale.” 
Galligan reported that sign vandalism 
costs the village abort $10 a day, approxi­ 
mately $3,700 a year. 
The problem isn’t limited to Glen Ellyn. 
In Iowa, the state highway commission re ­ 


ports that bottle tossers and “marksmen” 
with rifles and shotguns are causing an 
in­ 
creasing amount of damage to the big signs 
that provide information on interstate roads 
there. 
Even small caliber bullets can cause severe 
damage to signs. 
If, for example, a reflective 
sign, vital for after-dark visibility, is destroyed 
by repeated peppering by thoughtless gunners, 
some innocent motorist can be killed. 
Vandals are causing Texas-sized problems 
for highway officials in Dallas county. 
They 
cause an average of almost $8,000 a year 
in 
damage to traffic and street name signs in 
this one county of the Lone Star State. 
In Idaho, it costs $80,000 a year to replace 
or repair signs that are shot, stolen or damaged. 
One highway official says: 
“ Those who practice such vandalism could be 
committing murder.” 
While hunters are blamed for traffic sign 
vandalism in many areas, over-zealous politi­ 
cal workers run a close second. For example, 
during municipal elections in New York and 
New Jersey last year, traffic engineers from 
the area appealed to candidates to stop de­ 
facing traffic signs with political stickers. Not 
only do these stickers obscure the signs, but 
when removed often destroy the sign’s 
re­ 
flective coating. 
Replacement costs run from 
$10 for a stop sign to several dollars for big 
directional signs.

It is true that some of the 
potions were so cheap and obnoxious that many 
men retreated to the use of soap and water 
alone. 
Advertising which is presently pushing 
new­ 
lines of cosmetics for men promise an im ­ 
provement. 
It is not creating a new demand. 
It may recreate a tim eless demand. 
The re­ 
sults depend more on the reactions of women 
than upon acceptance by men. 
Men are going 
to use whatever toiletry women expect them to 
use.

Colonel Hockaday 
pointed 
out that in today’s heavy and 
complex traffic, drivers must 
pay strict attention to what they 
fire doing and be ready for 
any emergency situation. He 
also stated that pc tople 
who 
have been drinking should re* 
fra in from getting behind the 
wheel of a 
car. He suggested 
they call a taxi or have some­ 
one who has not indulged in 
Intoxicating liquor drive them 
to their destination.

Washington — The Navy is 
investigating charges that the 
disastrous fire aboard the air­ 
craft carrier Oriskany of! Viet­ 
nam was caused by two seamen 
playing catch with a live flare. 
Forty-four men died in the 
searing fire, 
Two gunner’s mates have ad­ 
mitted that they dropped a hot 
flare, but have denied playing 
catch with it. 
However, here is an account 
of the tragedy from the letter 
of a 19-year-old enlisted man, 
“ Two gunner’s mates were 
unloading flares from a flare 
locker and started playing catch 
with one. One of them dropped 
it, and when he tried to keep 
it from hitting the deck, he 
jerked out the firing mecha­ 
nism, setting it off. it blinded 
them, so they kicked it back in 
the locker and shut the door. 
“ The whole locker blew up, 
and threw flares all over the 
hangar deck of the forward part 
of the ship. Flares are filled 
with magnesium; magnesium 
burns real hot and you can’t 
smother It with chemical foam. 
Near where all the flares went 
att, the hatches 
and 
bulk­ 
heads had melted, and the lad­ 
ders all withered out of shape. 
“(TI* fire) started at 
in the morning, and It wasn’t 
put under control 
until 12;30. 
They gave the fire alarm and 
five minutes later sounded gen­ 
eral quarters. 
I ran up on the 
hangar deck, and it was com­ 
pletely full of smoke. 
It went 
below deck and tried to go for­ 
ward in the passageway. The 
farther forward I got, the thick­ 
er the smoke got. 
“ The passageway was full of 
people trying to get topside to 
fresh air. People were crawl­ 
ing on their hands and knees 
and just lying close lo the <feck 
trying to breathe. 
I didn’t 
want to stay In the passageway, 
so I kept going, and finally found 
a ladder going up. I will never 
forget how I felt when I thought 
I was trapped in the passageway.

As foreign aid continues to 
drain American gold and burden 
the 
American 
taxpayer, ap­ 
parently without any prospect of 
coming to an end, the example 
of the one nation which has taken 
Itself off the foreign aid dole 
becomes all the more signifi­ 
cant by contrast. 
Foreign aid was

To my way of thinking, we Americans are disgracing 
our nation by virtually ignoring the birth each year 
of a quarter of a million babies with defects. 
Every day 700 babies, through no fault of their 
parents, are born with any one of a thousand disorders, 
ranging from minor physical problems to blindness, 
mental deficiency or missing arms and legs. 
W hat makes me angry is that

so many of us don’t make any 
effort to fight this problem. The 
choice is clear. On the one hand 
we can help by supporting the 
March of Dimes—the health or­ 
ganization that financed the suc­ 
cessful assault on polio— in its 
program s of research and pa­ 
tient care. On the other hand 
we can sit back, as many mil­ 
lions of us do, and permit this 
acknowledged leader in public 
health 
to 
struggle 
along 
in­ 
adequately financed. 
Failure 
to 
help 
would 
be 
scandalous. I have tried to help 
out personally by serving as 
Mothers’ March chairman for 
the Greater New York March 
of Dimes. 


Speaks Her Mind 
Occasionally, at some cost to 
my television career, perhaps, I 
have gained a reputation for 
plain speaking. This is another 
of those occasions when I want 
to live up to that reputation and 
sound oft loud and clear. 
Let’s look at one or two facts 
besides the 250,000 infants born 
with birth defects every year. 
If th at isn’t terrible enough, 
just consider that birth defects 
claim 560,000 lives each year 
before and after birth. Another 
15 million of us who somehow 
have survived with birth defects 
still are affected by them in our 
daily lives. Just one thing more: 
deaths caused by birth defects 
cost our country annually $80 
billion in future productivity. 
Most of us can remember, only 
a few years back, when millions 
of Americans gladly enlisted in 
the March of Dimes mass offen­ 


sive against polio. We eventually 
won that epic battle by financ­ 
ing research and learning about 
the disease through the care of 
patients. 
In tackling the long-neglected 
puzzle 
of 
birth 
defects, 
the 
March of Dimes has taken on a 
problem that really dw arfs po­ 
lio, both in size and severity. 
And I ask, “Why aren’t we 191 
million 
Americans enlisted in 
this war in the same numbers 
that we were when the enemy 
was only polio?” 
Let me tell you a little story, 
even if it’s about myself. 
As many of you know, for I 
have never made a secret of it, 
I myself have had cancer and 
been cured. What supported me 
through those years of dread 
and anxiety was the conviction 
that every one of God’s creatures 
is 
endowed 
with 
some 
pro­ 
nounced gift or capability, and 
that there is no greater mis­ 
fortune than not being able to 
exercise that talent. We must 
do our utmost to use our individ­ 
ual talents for as long as the 
privilege of life is given to us. 
In past years, while conduct­ 
ing telethons for the March of 
Dimes and on my own network 
program, “Girl Talk,” I have 
many times discussed the awful 
threat of birth defects involving 
our children and our children’s 
ch ild ren . I have alw a y s felt 
grateful for every opportunity 
to make the point about the la­ 
tent talent with which every in­ 
dividual is blessed. What a ca­ 
tastrophe it is not to be able to 
fulfill the promise that comes to

us from Divine Providence! 
I feel it is time to make that 
point again. 
I am not saying that if every 
one of us 
were 
contributing 
what we could today to the 
March of Dimes, we would solve 
the enigma of birth defects over­ 
night. Hut to fight toward the 
prevention of these tragedies, 
which is our journey’s end, we 
must have unrem itting research 
in hundreds of areas, and we 
must have fully twice the num­ 
ber of March of Dimes-financed 
Birth Defects ('enters that now 
exist. 
I say it is scandalous and dis­ 
graceful that we don’t have all 
that, and I will go on saying 
that until all of us are enlisted 
—generously—for the duration.

On the other hand 
we can sit hack, as many m il­ 
lions of us do, and permit this 
acknowledged leader in public

I have tried to help 
out personally by serving as 
M others’ 
March chairman for 
the G reater New York March 
of Dim es 


S p eaks Her Mind 
O ccasionally, at some cost to 
my television career, perhaps, I 
have gained a reputation for 
plain speaking. This is another 
of those occasions when I w ant 
to live up to that reputation and 
sound oft loud and clear. 
Let’s look at one or two facts 
besides the 250,000 infants born 
w ith birth defects every year. 
If that 
isn ’t terrible enough, 
just consider that birth defects 
claim 560,000 lives each year 
before and after birth. Another 
15 m illion o f us who somehow 
have survived with birth defects 
still are affected by them in our 
daily lives. Just one thing m ore: 
deaths caused by birth defects 
cost our country annually $80 
billion in future productivity. 
Most o f us can renu mber, only 
a few years back, when m illions 
of A m ericans gladly enlisted in 
the M arch o f Dimes m ass offen­ 


sive against polio. W e eventually 
won that epic battle by financ­ 
ing research and learning about 
the disease through the care of 
patients. 
In tackling the long-neglected 
puzzle 
of 
birth 
defects, 
the 
March of Dimes has taken on a 
problem that really dw arfs po­ 
lio, both in size and severity. 
And I ask, ‘‘W hy aren’t we 194 
million 
Am ericans enlisted 
in 
this war in the sam e numbers 
that we were when the enemy 
w as only polio?” 
Let me tell you a little story, 
even if it’s about m yself. 
As many of you know, for I 
have never made a secret o f it, 
I m yself have had cancer and 
been cured. W hat supported me 
through those years of dread 
and anxiety w as the conviction 
that every one o f God’s creatures 
is 
endowed 
w ith 
som e 
pro­ 
nounced g ift or capability, and 
that there is no greater m is­ 
fortune than not being able to 
exercise that talent. W e must 
do our utm ost to use our individ­ 
ual talents for as long as the 
privilege o f life is given to us. 
In past years, w hile conduct­ 
ing telethons for the March of 
Dimes and on my own network 
program, “Girl T alk,” I have 
many tim es discussed the aw ful 
threat of birth defects involving 
our children and our children’s 
ch ild ren . I h a v e alw 'ays fa ll 
grateful for every opportunity 
to make the point about the la­ 
tent talent w ith which every in 
dividual is blessed. W hat a ca 
tastrophe it is not to be able to 
fulfill the promise that comes to

I feel it is tim e to make that 
point again. 
I am not saying that if every

But to fight tow ard the 
prevention of these tragedies, 
which is our journey’s end, we 
m ust have unrem itting research 
in hundreds of areas, and we 
m ust have fully twice the num ­ 
ber o f March of Dimes-financed 
Birth D efects Centers th at now 
exist.

expressed only his own 
feelings, however. An aide to 
the governor 
remarked

the opinions and attitudes of a

The revision of Missouri’s 
election laws will be the pri­ 
mary 
object of Secretary of 
State James C . Kirkpatrick dur­ 
ing the next session 
of 
the 
Legislature which convenes in 
January. 
Although a 
complete studv 


may not be available of all the 
weaknesses in the state's elec­ 
tion laws, Kirkpatrick Indicated 
that he may ask the Legisla­ 
ture to seek a codification 
of 
election 
laws by the Depart­ 
ment of Legislative Research 
as a starter. 
The best example 
of con­ 
flicts in election laws, he said, 
was illustrated 
in a tie race 
during the last election for the 
western county judge post 
In 
Butler County. 
After the results had shown 
that the Republican 
and Demo­ 
cratic candidates had an equal 
number of votes, the sheriff, a 
Democrat, cast the tie- break­ 
ing 
vote in reliance 
on 
a 
Missouri statute (49,040) which 
requires such a procedure. 
This procedure, however, was 
challenged and the county clerk 
turned 
to the prosecuting at­ 
torney, who asked the Missou­ 
ri Attorney General for an opin­ 
ion. 


The opinion, although not hav­ 
ing the force of law, interpreted 
the 
statute to be unconstitu­ 
tional and recommended a spe- 
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cial run • off election to 
de­ 
cide 
the issue. Such an elec­ 
tion has been scheduled for Jan. 
31, 
and until that time 
the 
commission 
certifying 
the 
Democratic 
candidate’s elec­ 
tion is being withheld 
by the 
Secretary of State. 
The conflict, however, has not 
been resolved, and may have to 
go to court before 
a final solu­ 
tion is reached. 
Secretary Kirkpatrick 
said 
this is by no means the only ex­ 
ample of conflicts 
in election 
laws, and hopes 
to be able to 
propose corrective legislation 
in the future 
based on a study

and political form aimed

President Johnson’ s domestic 
programs. 
Gov. 
Hearnes urged that the 
President re • evaluated 
fed­ 
eral • state relations 
or per­ 
haps 
the 
Democratic Party 
should 
start over with a dif­ 
ferent 
candidate 
in 1968. He 
also 
indicated 
that Johnson 
might not be able to carry Mis­ 
souri in the next election. 


A Call To Every 
United Presbyterian... 


The proposed ‘’Confession of 1967." as approved by the 


1966 (ieneral Assembly, eonfronts the United Presby­ 


terian Church. U.S.A. with a serious challenge. 


If this Confession is ratified by two-thirds of all the 


Presbyteries and approved by the next General Assembly 


in May of 1967, our church may well have undergone the 
most radical and revolutionary change in its entire history. 


At the General Assembly, there was little opportunity 


for effective opposition, criticism or careful consideration 


of such an important change. 
Therefore, anything that is to be done to stop this Con­ 


fession front being adopted must be done by lay mem­ 


b ers and concerned ministers. As members of the Pres­ 


byterian Lay Committee, we are opposed to this new 


Confession. We firmly believe that, in its attempt to up­ 


date the confessional position of the church, it under­ 
mines certain basics of our Christian faith. It also lacks 


the clarity of our time honored Westminster Confession. 


The purpose of this call is ( I ) to make sure that every 


Presbyterian is fully aware of the sweeping changes that 


have been proposed (2) to indicate what this may mean to 


the future of the Church and (3) what you still can do 


about it if you disagree with the changes being proposed.

Very few Presbyterians have read The Proposed Book of 


C o n fe s s io n s as it was approved by the I 78th General 


Assembly in Boston on May 24. 1966 A surprising num­ 


ber of laymen arc not even aware that such radical and 


revolutionary changes in the confessional position of the 


United Presby terian Church arc being proposed 
This proposed document is the result of some eight 


years of work of a Special Committee on a Brief Con­ 


temporary Statement of Faith It then was reviewed and 


revised by a special Committee of Fifteen which con­ 
sidered suggestions submitted by Synods. Presbyteries, 


Ministers. Church Sessions and lay members. 


As often happens with the written efforts of com­ 


mittees. the resulting product is so full of compromises, 


concessions, contradictions, and obscure sentences that 


it promotes serious disagreements in the way it is inter­ 


preted and applied. 


Far more serious, however, is the radical nature of 


some of the proposals that shatter the very foundation of 


our faith. 


All this has disturbed an increasing number of dedi­ 


cated members. They are concerned over the direction 


our church is taking in its interpretation of the Bible and 
in its becoming more and more involved in secular mat­ 


ters at the expense of the true ecclesiastic mission of the 


church as defined in the Westminster Confession. 


I. THE CHANGES 


Let us illustrate with a few of the more radical changes 


found in the Confession of 1967. Space does not permit 


printing of the entire sections referred to. You can get the 


full context by reading the "Proposed Book of Confes­ 
sions.” 


Is the Bible “Words of Men” or 
the “Infallible Word of God”? 


Did you realize that the Bible will no longer be con­ 


sidered as the inspired and infallible word of God? How 


far the authors would go in humanizing the Bible can be 


realized in this excerpt from the new Confession: 


“ The Scriptures, given under the guidance of the Holy 


Spirit, are nevertheless the words of men, conditioned by 


the language, thought forms, and literary fashions of the 


places and times in which they were written. They reflect 


views of life, history and the cosmos which were then 


current. The church, therefore, has an obligation to 


approach the Scriptures with literary and historical 


understanding. (Part I. See. C. No. 2) 


The Westminster Confession which is a part of our 


eluireh constitution clearly states the truth that has 


guided us for twenty centuries: 


“ The authority of the Holy Scripture, for which it 


ought to he helieved and obeyed, dependeth not upon 


the testimony of any man or church, hut wholly upon 


God (who is truth itself) the author thereof: and there­ 


fore it is to be received because it is the word of God.”

Involvement in Social, Political 
and Economic Issues 


Here arc three more illustrations of radical changes 


that arc proposed by the new Confession:

Do you accept the belief that your church should take 


whatever position on any political, social, or economic 


issue the governing body of the church decides is the 


proper one? W ho decides what issues arc to be opposed, 


what arc to be supported? On what basis arc church 


leaders qualified to make a judgment on such secular 
problems of the day? 


"Render therefore unto Caesar the things that are 


Caesar’s; and unto God, the things that arc God’s” is the 


way Christ answered this whole question (Matthew 


22:21). 1 he Westminster Confession states it clearly: 


"Sy nods and councils are to handle or conclude noth­ 


ing but that which is ecclesiastical, and arc not to inter­ 


meddle with cival affairs which concern the common­ 


wealth.” (Chapter X X X I. No. 4) 
Protestant denominations generally have limited them­ 


selves in their jurisdiction to ecclesiastical and spiritual 
subjects. This fundamental was recognized by Christ, the 


Apostles, the Early Church. The Reformers, the West­ 


minster Divines, and our own Church founders. How­ 


ever. all these have encouraged their members to become 


involved in economic, social, and political affairs wher­ 


ever they possessed competence and knowledge as indi­ 


viduals. hut not under the dictates of the Church. 


II. WHAT THE CHANGES SIGNIFY 


The 196 7 Confession does not ring true. It is so filled 


with ambiguities, undefined statements, involved mean­ 


ings. and obscure language that it becomes possible to 


rationalize almost any point of view the reader seeks 


to establish. 


The Westminster Confession of Faith, on the other 


hand, is so clearly and succinctly stated that anyone who 


can read can understand its meaning. It does not require 


a group of intellectuals to explain it. 
This greatest of all our church documents has been the 


safeguard of our Faith for centuries. As included in "The 
Proposed Book of Confessions" issued August 1966. the 


Westminster Confession of Faith remains as * part-v*-ottr n- • 


Church Constitution, although the Confession of 196? 


makes only passing reference to it. Presumably it will 


have future recognition only from a literary, technical, 


and historical standpoint. Thus, its power to safeguard 


the Faith of our fathers will have been severely limited. 


III. WHAT YOU CAN DO ABOUT IT 


If you agree that the new Confession is unclear, unsound, 
and should be subject to more study, review, revision, 


and redefinition, then organize yourself into a committee 


of one and take these simple steps: 


1. Obtain a copy of "The Proposed Book of Confes­ 


sions" and read carefully both "The Confession of 1967" 


and "The Westminster Confession of Faith." ( If you can­ 


not get one at your church, then order one from the office 


of the General Assembly, the United Presbyterian 


Church. 510 Witherspoon Building. Philadelphia. Pa., 


or from the address below and enclose S 1.00.) 


2. Express your opinion to your Minister and each mem­ 


ber of your session. 


3. Find out who will be the Elder chosen as the lay 


Representative of your church who will vote at the 


Presbytery meeting called to ratify the new Confession. 


4. Personally contact this Representative and give him 


your views. Remember. Representatives cannot be "in ­ 


structed" how to vote. They are expected to "vote their 


conscience.” 


5. Talk to your friends in the church. Get them to 


express their views likewise. 


6. Urge both your Minister and lay Representative iO 


vote “ N O " on the proposed Confession, with the under­ 


standing that it will be returned to General Assembly for 


further study and review. 


There is no reason to rush these changes through just 


because of a deadline date in 1 96 7. Our church has sur­ 


vived for nearly 300 years with a much better Confession 


of Faith written by the Westminster Divines who delib­ 


erated on it for years. Another year or >o of deliberation 


will not be catastrophic. Hasty approval could be. 


It is unfortunate that not enough lay people have 


become exercised about this new Confession before this. 


However, the power of public opinion is a real power. 


So. this is your chance to demonstrate it. 
It is your duty to become involved on such a serious issue!

ELECTION LAWS GO 
BEFORE LEGISLATURE 
The revision of M issouri's 
election laws will be the pri­ 
mary 
object of Secretary of 
State James C.K irkpatrickdur- 
ing the next session 
of 
the 
Legislature which convenes in 
January. 
Although a complete studv 


may not be available of all the 
weaknesses in the state's elec­ 
tion laws, Kirkpatrick indicated 
that he may ask the Legisla­ 
ture to seek a codification 
of 
election 
laws by the Depart­ 
ment of Legislative Research 
as a starter. 
The best example 
of con­ 
flicts in election laws, he said, 
was illustrated

The proposed ‘‘Confession of 1967,” as approved by the 
1966 (ieneral Assembly, confronts the United Presby­ 
terian C hurch. U.S.A. with a serious challenge. 
lf this Confession is ratified by two-thirds of all the 
Presbyteries and approved by the next (ieneral Assembly 
in May of 1967. our church may well have undergone the 
most radical and revolutionary change in its entire history. 
At the G eneral Assem bly, there was little opportunity 
for effective opposition, criticism or careful consideration 
of such an im portant change. 
Therefore, anything that is to be done to ship this C on­ 
fession from being adopted must be done by lay mem­ 
bers and concerned ministers. As members of the Pres­ 
byterian Lay Com m ittee, we are opposed to this new 
Confession. We firmly believe that, in its attem pt to up­ 
date the confessional position of the church, it under­ 
mines certain basics of our C hristian faith.

what arc to be supported? On what basis are church 
leaders qualified to m ake a judgment on such secular 
problem s of the day? 
"R ender therefore unto Caesar the things that arc 
C aesar’s; and unto G od, the things that are G od’s" is the 
way C hrist answered this whole question (M atthew 
22:21). The W estm inster Confession states it clearly: 
"Sy mids and councils arc to handle or conclude noth­ 
ing hut that which is ecclesiastical, and arc not to inter­ 


meddle with civil affairs which concern the com m on­ 
wealth." (C hapter X X X ). No. 4) 
Protestant denom inations generally have limited them ­ 
selves in their jurisdiction to ecclesiastical and spiritual 
subjects. This fundam ental was recognized by Christ, the 
Apostles, the Early C hurch. The Reform ers, the W est­ 
minster Divines, and our own C hurch founders. How­ 
ever. all these have encouraged their mem bers to become 
involved in econom ic, st v ial. and political affairs wher­ 
ever they possessed com petence and knowledge as indi­ 
viduals. but not under the dictates of the Church. 


II. WHAT THE CHANGES SIGNIFY 


The 1967 Confession does not ring true. It is so filled 
with am biguities, undefined statem ents, involved m ean­ 
ings. and obscure language that it become* possible to 
rationalize alm ost any point of view the reader seeks 
to establish. 
The W estm inster Confession of Faith, on the other 
hand, is so clearly and succinctly stated that anyone who 
can read can understand its meaning. It dives not require 
a group of intellectuals to explain it. 
This greatest of all our church docum ents has been the 
safeguard of our Faith for centuries. As included in “ The 
Proposed Book of Confessions** issued August J966. the 
W estm inster C o n f e s s ^ of Faith rem ains as ar partad* iH«r> 
C hurch C onstitution, although the Confession of 1967 
makes only passing reference to it. Presum ably it will 
have future recognition only from a literary, technical, 
and historical standpoint. Thus, its power to safeguard 
the Faith of our fathers will have been severely limited. 


III. WHAT YOU CAN DO ABOUT IT 
lf you agree that the new Confession is unclear, unsound, 
and should be subject to m ore study, review, revision, 
and redefinition, then organize yourself into a com m ittee 
of one and take these sim ple steps: 


1. O btain a copy of “ The Proposed Binik of Confes­ 
sions" and read carefully both “The Confession of 1967“ 
and “The W estm inster Confession of Faith." (lf you can­ 
not get one at your church, then order one front the office 
of the G eneral Assembly, the U nited 
Presbyterian 
C hurch. 510 W itherspoon Building. Philadelphia. Pa., 
or front the address below and enclose S I .OO.) 


2. Express your opinion to your M inister and each m em ­ 
ber of your session. 


3. Find out whit will be the Elder chosen as the lay 
Representative of your church who will vote at the 
Presbytery meeting called to ratify the new Confession. 


4. Personally contact this Representative and give him 
your views. Rem em ber. Representatives cannot be "in ­ 
structed’’ how to vote. They are expected to “vote their 
conscience." 


5. Talk to your friends in the church. Get them to 
express their views likewise. 


6. Urge both your M inister and lay Representative to 
vote "N O " on the proposed Confession, with the under­ 
standing that it w ill be returned to G eneral Assembly for 
further study and review. 
There is no reason ti* rush these changes through just 
because of a deadline date in 1967. O ur church has sur­ 
vived for nearly 300 years with a much better Confession 
of Faith w ritten by the W estm inster Divines who delib­ 
erated on it for years. A nother year or so of deliberation 
will not be catastrophic. Hasty approval could be. 
It is unfortunate that not enough lay people have 
becom e exercised about this new Confession before this. 
However, the power of public opinion is a real power. 
So. this is your chance to dem onstrate it. 
It is your duty to become involved oh such a serious issue!

Adam Clayton Powell's pride 
appears to be in greater danger 
than his seat in Congress from 
tiie challenge being readied to 
l>ar him from the House when 
Congress convenes Jan. 10. 
Even if he is denied the right 
to lie sworn in with his 434 col­ 
leagues — as seems most likely 
— there is almost no chance he 
will actually be excluded from 
membership at that time and 
his Harlem district declared 
vacant. 
Not since the Civil War, when 
three border state representa­ 
tives were expelled for treason, 
has a member been kicked out 
of Congress. In 1900 a {>olyga- 
mous member-elect from Utah 
was denied a seat and in 1919 a 
member charged with favoring 
Germany in World War I was 
excluded, but eventually seated 
when his district twice re-elect­ 
ed him. And that is about the 
extent to which Congress has 
used its power to judge the fit­ 
ness of its m embers.

porary exhiliration, followed b> 
dizziness and trem ors akin to 
those of acute alcoholism. The 
toxic fumes do permanent dam­ 
age to the liver, blood cellsand 
central nervous system; cumu­ 
lative effects range from pro­ 
longed loss of consciouness to 
death. 
Compounding the seriouness- 
of the problem are storekeep­ 
ers, often proprietors of neigh­ 
borhood 
confectioneries, who 
not only ignore the pleas of 
school officials and police to 
restrict sales of glue, but whose 
greed leads them to capitalize 
on the demand and encourage 
it. 
Last sum m er, Alderman Na­ 
thaniel Rivers introduced a bill 
to curb the practice, based on 
a model ordinance enacted earl­ 
ier at Houston, Tex. The meas­ 
ure has languished in commit­ 
tee ever since. 
Mr. Rivers 
says he will push for a pub­ 
lic hearing to shock the public 
into awareness of the magni­ 
tude of the problem. 
Meanwhile, some 60 serious 
cases have been reported by 
St. Louis police since Aug. 1.

Action Against Powell Unlikely 
To Go Beyond Public Censure

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell's pride 
appears to be in greater danger 
than his seat in Congress from 
the challenge being readied to 
bar him from the House when 
Congress convenes Jan. IO. 
Even if he is denied the right 
to be sworn in with his 434 col­ 
leagues — as seem s most likely 
— there is almost no chance he 
will actually be excluded from 
membership at that time and 
his Harlem district declared 
vacant.

It supplements and bypasses the 
rail routes from southeast China to Hanoi and Haiphong. 
These routes are now under regular bombardment. 
One factor that can t be discounted in this war is the road 
building capability of the Red Chinese 
They have tens of 
thousands of road construction and repair men in North 
Vietnam. They have many in Laos. These men keep the arms 
moving slowly despite bombings They build alternate routes 
when air strikes cut one route too frequently 
Curiously, the arms coming into Laos and thence to Thai 
land are not all being shipped to Communist agents 
The Communists apparently arc selling them to any anti 
government groups they can contact in Thailand, whether 
Red or not 
The object, apparently, is to push any kind of subversion 
with the thought that chaos will help weaken the local gov 
em in ent and strengthen the Communist underground.
